Now, Martha, yon can hardly eonseive my great 
anxiety about you in your present situation, and yon will 
oerUinly allow me to snggest some ideas to you for 
own good. Let me ask yon to try to keep np g 
oheerfal spirits. Take plenty of sleep and rest; plenty 
of out door exercise. Bathe often. And finally, do read 
good books, such as Parker’s Sermons asd Combe’s Coo- 
stitntioa'of Mao. These books will do much to keep yon 
from being lonesome.

The remaining letters are from Watson Brown. I am 
indebted for copies of them to his widow, who, writing 
from North Elba under date of March 6th, says: 

“I have at last copied for yon, aa I promised, the 
letters of my dear fanaband. I conld not find time sooner, 
as we have bad so mnch sickness. Dear sister Martha is 
taken from us, and we are left quite alone. It is very 
lonely here now without her. She was a dear good 
woman, and we shall miss her sadly.^ 

The letters are three in number and are as follows: 

“ Chambersbuko, Sept. 33, 1859. 

“ Dear Bell : Yon can guess how I long to see you 
only by knowing bow yon wish to see me. I think of yon 
ail day and dream of you at night. I would gladly come 
homo and stay with yon always, bnt for that wbioh 
brought me here—a desire to do something for others, 
and not to live wholly for my own happiness. I am at 
home, 5 miles north of Harper’s Ferry, in an old honM 
Kennedy Farm, where we keep some of out things.

LETTEES FEOM HAEBIET MABTINEAU._,„XXVI. 

Febbdabt 27th, 1860. 

IbtheEdUorqfJhe National Anti-Slavery SlonSara. 

Sib: My last letter was scarcely posted when the 
tidings of Mrs. Follen’s death arrived. To all her many 
friends in England the news was not the less sad for not 
being surprising. At her years, we knew we should not 
Bse her again; and I especially, who was intimate with 
her a quarter of a century ago, was aware that her course 
must be nearly run ; but her fidelity and vigor in regard 
to the Anti-Slavery cause were so complete and so glow¬ 
ing that the sense of your loss is as vivid as if riie had 
been in the priqie of life. The event is the more tonch- 
ing as it revives the sense of our former loss, in the death 
of her husband. We still feel it an almost nnendarab’e 
calamity—the loss of such a man, in sneh a way, at sncl 
a period of your country’s history. The pair will hence¬ 
forth be remembered together in the immortal sense fr 
which patriots and confessors are remembered in the his¬ 
tory of their country and lime. Their fidelity and de¬ 
votedness never were and never cm be exceeded, on any 
occasion and in any cause. They did all that it wj pos- 
rible for them to do. They sacrificed whatever the cause 
required; and tiiey would have ^rificed all, to their 
very lives, if so called upon by the duty to wbidi they 
had dedicated themselves. There has b^ as was natu¬ 
ral, a strongly marited individnality in each prominent 
member of the abolition body, and in none more oonspi- 
cuonsly than in the FoUens. His thorongb Germsn cast 
of mind and mannera and her American eharacteriaties 
seemed to work together for the good of the canse, as for 
the happineas of their home ; but those qualities were 
the leas distinctive for being barmoaidns. Of the many 
good men and true whom I saw stand np in the day of] 
danger, to contend for the right and suffer wrong, no 
resembled each other in their mode of aasertiug their 
common question, in public or in private; and no r::: 
them will be remembered longer or more vividly than 
Follen, with his holy serenity and oheerfalneae, his clear 
eonvUtions, and earnest and simple way of presenting 
them, boUi to willing and nnwiiling bearers. Of conne, 
there mast have been a high spirit, under the severity, to 
sustain his noflinching perseverance; and that spirit 
came flashing ont now and then with excellent effect 
regarded insolant and cowardly foes. I am thinking at 
this moment particularly of 'the pleadings of the Aboli¬ 
tionists against Soutbem requisitions, in March, 1836, 
before a Committee of the Ma.‘saebaselts Legislature, 
when the Chairman of that Committee acted like no other 
public functionary whom I or perhaps any other English 
person of oar century ever saw. I seem to hear again 
Dr. Follen’s gentle and musical otterance, and 
flashed face aa one insolent interruption followed another; 
and I well remember the comfort of finding that be wss | 
amnsed in the midst of it all. When he wss showing bow 
mobs had come to pass, and was mdely desired to be 
respeotfnl to the Committee, be archly ieqatred, “ Am I, 
tfaeo, to understand that in speaking ill of mobs, I am 
disrespeetfnl to the Committee?” and the delight of the 
andienoe at this question was the most signal of many 
mortifications which the day prodaced to the mfflan cbitir- 
man. These are old stories—familiar for a quarter of a 
century; bnt they have a new spirit and meaning now 
that they have become sanottfied as history by the death 
of jpore and more of those who spoke and wronght in the 
Cause. For all the rest of her long life, Mrs. Follen 
spoke and wronght nnfilncblngly, anremlttingly, and with 
a steadiness of purpose and composed ardor of manner 
which testified to the depth and soandnen of her convic-1 
tlons. Impotuous in character, and nnreserved in th 
manifestation of her keen sensibilities, she was on thi 
snbjeot calm, patient, reasonable, as If her hosband’ 
bad passed Into her. When some wondering plea- 
ras in those days expressed by some friend that she 
bore so cheerfblly aod patiently with ignorant gabblo 
aanoy contradiction abqut some anti-slavery matter, 
ahe replied, “ It is because I feel it so deeply that on this 
subject I am calm”; and this was precisely the truth. 
She brought her eloquence to the oanse, because die 
bronght to it all her gifts; but it never became of lower 
quality from its abundance, or from the stimulns wbioh 
icstigated it It was always worthy of the great occasion 
—for she felt that every occasion of pleading such 
cause was great Dr. Follen saw by faith that the right 
would triumph : bis wife lived to aee the opening of.^OTe 
than one seal, and to obtain glimpses of the new earth 
that your eoantry will be whenever slavery is aboUsbed 
-a new earth wherein righteousness will dwell—or a] 
state of morals righteous in comparison with what you 
have now. ThoM who survive to work out the change 
have sorely missed, and long will sorely miss, such fellow- 
wotkera as the FoUens; bnt U will be forever a canse for 
[joy and thaokfaloess that such comrades were in the 
midst of them, in the hardest days of tko oanse. I saw 
with pleasnre the remarks made on the appearance of the 
name of William Lloyd Garrison,/wuer. It is a comfort 
remember that yon have also atlharies Follen, 
iu the Uudibion uf the devotion of the FoUens to free- 


tendency of yonr free States to a protective policy. I 
believe that such commerce as exists between yonr coun¬ 
try and mine will obviate war, under any circumstances; 
but your welfare, and the peace of the world, wonld he 
incalculably increased by such a recourse to free trade 
as must abolish slavery, certainly and speedily. It may 
be a natnral mistake for yonng nations to think protec¬ 
tion necessary for more or fewer branches of industry; 
bnt older nations know tfiat it it a mistake. We went 
through the regular retribution for it; the French have 
long suffered bitterly by it, In their Uberties, their 
morality, their tempers and their fortunes; and now, 
when they are extricating themselves from the error and 
its coQseqaencoB, you are as deep in it as ever, and are 
suffering yonr penally In the form of Southern slavery, 
as well as in several minor ways. Excuse my plain 
speaking. We sympathiae too warmly and deeply in 
yonr tronWes as citizens of a slaveholding country, Md j 
in your efforts to get rid of the sin and sorrow, not to 
desire to see every method adopted for the restoration of 
Uberty, and the salvation of indostry. 

We shall watch with keen interest the progress of] 
affairs at Washington and in the States. We know nothing 
of the new Speaker but his addre® to his serenaders after 
his election ; and I cannot say that it affords mnch hope 
of any sonnd patriotio action from him. If fairly re¬ 
ported, his speech bolds ont -no better promise than that 
of (Tnion-saving at all costs. If there is anything better 
in him, we shaU soon see it, I suppose. But you do not, 
happily, look to competitive politicians for yonr national 
redemption, and are therefore among thoee who are 
caUed “ blessed for expecting little, for they diaU not he 
disappointed.”

The Chilorek’s Aid Socibtt, 
as is well known, are seeking, by many ways, to elotbe, 
shelter and iostruct the poor little wanderers of 
streets, and especially to give them good homes faraway. 
They are certain that they aooomplish this In the most | 
economical way; their whole expenses omonnUng only 
$12,210 for the past year. With this small sum, they 
have given employment and homes to (about hundred) 
poor and vagrant children, they have supported the 
News Botb’ Lonoisa House with its 4,000 different

\grinaen with its 120 scholars, the Bors' MaarDfo a-vd 
Lvdcstrial School in Hammersley street, and have 
employed In the poor quarters of the city “ VtsrroE*,” 
for befriehaiDg and finding out destitete and homeless 
children, and for filling up tbs “ Ikdcstrul Schools.’ 

It is well known that this Society depends almost] 
entirely 00 mdmdual eontribiitmu, a largo portion of which 
are nnaolidted. It becomes necessary, therefore, every 
season to remind their friends and the pnblic of tbeir 
wants. The Trnstees are the more impelled to this now, 
as, with the increasing solicitation for the children from 
the West, and the incresslng nambers of booseless boys 
the Lodging House, they find they have not ths means 
for doing their work as thoroughly aa it shonld be done. 
The Lodging House baa only room for 70 beds, and some¬ 
times, in a stormy night, 15 or 20 street boys more than 
can be accommodated most lie, in tbeir dripping olothee, 
the benches of the School-room. We need, too, better 
bathing arrangements, and more room for Inslmetion and 
means of attraction to this Indastriona but hard-pressed 
olaas of lada Onr number of Tieiton, too, ou^ht to be 
I, for upon their efforts depends the finding out 
relievlag of the miserable obildren of the poor wards 
of the city. We wish to employ, also, more Western 
agents, to look after tbo children already placed, and to 
place others in good homes.

The Italians really are enough to luoite all defrauded 
peoples to torn out their obeaUng rnlera, and settle their 
affairs. It is inconceivable now that Mybody will 
ventnre to interfere with the seir-goveming States of 
North Italy; and Germany should naturally follow In 
same coarse—of dismissing Princes who have broken 
their faith, aod appointing new rulers. But the Germans 
practical than the Italians, and they have sot 
suffered so iutolerably from misgovemment, Md there is 
always a doubt whether they will make the beat use of 
their opportouities. Something prodigious most come 
oat of t^e present suspense of Europe—a suspense again 
aggravated rinoe I wrote lasL Of coarse, the Bousparle 
makes the suspense Md the diffiiulty. He ig again play¬ 
ing pMtomime, Md keeping all the world waiting for 
new transformations. War seems to be expected by 
Austrians, Piedmonteee, Bomans and French ; but no one 
has any idea which of the parties are to be Mtagoniste, 
or precisely what the fighting is to be for. The whole 
depends on what the Bonaparte will do about recognisiug 
the Independence of the ItaliM States. He seems to be 
somewhat torning against the Italians ; but be may be 
merely creating suspense, in hope of some Incky accident I 
to extricate him from the perplexities in which be has 
involved himself. The Pope will never yield; and the 
Emperor is reluctMt to destroy him, iu his capacity of ] 
sovereign, though be has qnarrelled with the French 
clergy aa desperately as he could do with such a purpoee. 
The Pope and Austria are bslpless and oboUnate, and 
their people are determined to be olhowiae govenied. 
The queetiou ia whether the Bonaparte policy will be to 
invite the helpless deqwta down from their thrones^ or tp I 
go and amist them to fetter tbeir EUtgects, and tread upon 
them once more. There is talk of a Conference among' 
the great Powers, to discuss the matter; but we ahaU 
believe it when we aee it. The only oertiun thiugs in the 
French scheme are that the oatrageoos demand of Savoy 
and Nice has been made, Md the whole grace of the 
ItaliM war tbns thrown away—the pirate animus showing 
itself through all the Emperor’s professioas of ideality 
and diainterestedneas — Md that the new commercial 
arrMgemenlB between England and Fnmce are secure— 
as far as any arrMgements cm be secure to which the 
Emperor is a party. ^ 

The success of our Ministerial policy, in Md oat of 
Parliament, is triamphMt, as you will have seen. All is | 
done that circnmstMces (that is, the ignorMoe of politi¬ 
cal economy la France) allow to expMd the otHumerclal 
connection of the two countries. The best statesmen and 
economists in France are in complete agreement with 
English opinion Md sentiment on the whole matter; 1 
we all know very well that if time is allowed for 
people of FrMoe to realize the benefits now offered them, 
we shall hear no more of blnsterlag colonels, and a rapa- 
oions soldiery, demanding to be led to the conquest of 
Albion, and the plunder of the Bank of England. The 
few blusterers wiU disappear behind the indnstrioos 
classes, as soon aa these last find the benefit of a good 
derstMdiag with us. Tijp fickle Md intriguing character 
of the Emperor is a drawback on all intercourse with ] 
him ; but it is no reason for refusing to two nations 
blessing of a reciprocal commerce. After the first ti 
of that blessing, it will be impossible for My selfish ] 
ti« to retract the arrMgements; and a little farther 
experieaoe will make war equally out of the question. ] 
So we are all going to pay our tenpenoe income-tax with ' 
hearty good will—thankful not only for ths particular 
benefits of the Budget, but for the proof that we are 
governed by statesmen worthy of the name and of the 
critical times in which they are acting.

It would appear that the orators in t 
courts of jnstice were limited to a certain time for the 
delivery gf their addresses, which time was indicated by 
the clepsydra; hence tbe expression of Oieero, “ latrare 
ad clepsydram ”—a mode of literally throwing cold watw 
npon a speaker which could not fail of being appreciated

After tbe clepsydra came the houfrglass, a clnmsy 
enough method of measoring time, which has, neverthe¬ 
less, become tbe conventional symbol of its passing away.

he killed himself by over-drinking and dissipation, but .

page, and in the best monkish Latin, full direetious to 
the rtcrisian to regnlate the horologium, and make it 
strike before matins, to arouse the sleepy brothers to 
prayers. Strange to say, however, this horologium dis¬ 
mayed wonderful alacrity in getting out of order, esp^ 
malty when the mornings were nnnsually cold, and the 
chapel nnnanally damp—cold and damp, it wonld ap^r, 
being inimical to the accurate performance of the horo¬ 
logium in those days. We read, however, of one enth^ 
siastic monk, Peter Damiani by name, who bad a metoM 
of measnriog time peculiar to bimseif, for we are told 
that he “had a custom of singing to himself whenever he 
wished to have a notion as to the quantity of time; that 
whenever the brightness of tbe sun or the position of tbe 
stars was obscured by the weather, he might form a rer- 
tain time-measurer by the quantity of psalmody he bad 
accomplished.” , , v

Me. Rbcbes Rawson Dodos, of Sutton, has in his 
possession,the family Bible of Edward Rawson, who was 
many years secretary oFtbe colony of MassMbusetts, and 
from whom he is a descendant. It is in folio, but tbe 
title-page and tbe books of Genesis aod Exodus are want 
ing. It is of the Geneva version, translated and pub¬ 
lished by the English reformers who fled to that city 
during tbe persecutions in Queen Mary’s time, and which 
was the favorite version of the Pnritaus long after the 
trjinslation made by order of King Jamea was published. 
It is the same which goes by the name ot tbe “ B^ch» 
Bible,” so called from the peculiar rendering of Genesis 

3 ; 7_“ Tbey sewed fig-leaves together and made toem- 

reives breeches." Mr. George Livermore, a very compe¬ 
tent judge, believes it to have been printed as early as 
1620, or before. It contains a record of the birth of 
Edward Rawson, “ who was born in old England in the 
vear 1615, and departed this life Augnat the 27th day, 
in the year of onr Lord 1693, to New England, aged 78 
years,” with that of many of his descendants, and con-i 
tains the following testimonial, in the handwriting of]

Striking clocks must, we xnow, nave ueou m 
early as the latter portion of the thirteenth century, for 
we find that Dante, who died in 132L aged filty-seven, 
makes allusion to them in his Paradiso. .The ^rliMt 
clock, of tbe construction of which we have positive in¬ 
formation, was tbe great clock made for the palaM ot 
Charles V. in Paris, by De Vick, a German ; the Ger- 
mans, by the* way, seeming to haveta^n kindly to clock- 
making from the earliest times. In Dover Castle there 
is one still in existence, bearing the date 1348, and which, 
therefore, in point ot antiquity, takes precedence of the 
more celebrated clock of De Vick. According to Black- 
stone and Sir Edward Ooke, however, a clock wm con- 
strnoted in England at a much earlier date—in the six¬ 
teenth year of the reign of Edward 1., or about the year 
1288 This clock is remarkable from having been cen- 
strueted ont of a fine of 800 mai ks, imposed by tbe king 
npon the chief-justice of the King’s ^ach. wd wm ap¬ 
propriately erected npon the law-courts of Westmmster 
Hall where for generations afterwards its stroKs rung 
out a warning against all fotare malpractices. Upon its

^There can be little conbt. however, that for a long 
time after the invention of clocks and watehes-for the 
latter followed close upon the heels of the former--they 
were extremely imperfect, and of very little real viJne 
They ought, in fact, to be regarded more as costly toys 
than as really nscfnl contrivances for measermg time. 
Up to the time of Shakspeare, at any rote, they must 
have been very imperfect instruments lade^, for do we 
not find bim making that “ merry mad^sap lord, Biron, 
in Love's Labor's Lost, profanely institnte a comparison 
between tbe women and tbe clocks of his day : 

And I, forsooth, in love? I, that have been love’s whip; 

A domineering pedant o’er the boy; 

What ? I! I love! I sne! I seek a wife 1 

A woman, that is like a German clock, 

Still a-repairiog; ever out of frame; 

Apd never going aright-heiug a ^ch. 

But being watched that it may anil go right i 
We trust the ladies will be induced to pardon the above 
highly reprehensible sentiments, when we remind them 
tbit they were uttered by one who had pas^ his life id 
railing at love; who owns himself to have been “a very 
beadte to a homoroos sigh ”; and who at last, by m act 
of retributive jnstice, finds himself pierced and 

through—in short, “t^ite vanquished ’—by the sott 

glancM of the gentle Rosaline! Conld my lord, however, 
have lived to the present time, he would have found a 
wonderful reformation in clocks and watches—that the 
comparison now would really be a compliment, and a just 
one-^and, excepting an occasional disposition to go tw 
much npon tick, and to strike when they ongbt not, he 
would have found that the one could be as true and as 
conatifat as the other, and stand as little in need of regn- 

'^V^ere was one thing, however, which was wanting 
all clocks made up to this period, witbont which they 
conld be of very little real service, namely, the pendulum. 
The origin of its invention is well known : the great 
Galileo, happening one day to be in a church at Pisa, was 
atruck with the isochronous vibrations of a chandelier, 
ansnended by a long chain from the roof, and immediately 
conceived the idea of employing the pet^ulum as a regn- 
fetor for clocks. By this isochronzsm of the pendulnm is 
meant that peculiar property or disposition which it pos- 
to vibrate arcs of different lengths, provided that 
none ol them be large, in the same space of time. It is 
this property which gives to tbe pendulnm Us peenliar 
valne, and is a result of tbe well-known law of gravita-
